HONESTY  VS.  CAMOUFLAGE  AT 
BLUE  MOUNTAIN 

It  is  the  general  belief  now  that  there  is  much 
camouflage  in  education.  The  saddest  feature  of 
the  situation  is  that  there  is  entirely  too  much 
truth  in  the  belief.  It  is  easy  to  deceive  people 
in  the  matter  of  college  education.  It  is  easy  to 
deceive  the  students  themselves.  The  average 
college  student  attends  only  one  college,  usually 
she  comes  out  devoted  to  that  institution  because 
usually  college  managers  and  teachers  are  kind 
to  their  students  and  usually  the  student  becomes 
devoted  to  their  class  mates  and  usually  the  col¬ 
lege  boosts  itself.  The  student  attends  only  one 
college.  If  she  passes  through  without  knowing 
what  she  ought  to  know  she  will  suppose  that 
it  would  have  been  the  same  way  in  any  other 
college.  I  know  a  case  where  a  student  attended 
an  excellent  state  school  for  one  year  and  did 
excellent  work.  She  was  persuaded  to  leave  that 
school  and  enter  another.  She  took  her  three 
years  in  the  other  school.

More  slowly  now  and  carefully  we  drive  for  . 
we  are  coming  to  the  top.  You  cannot  hear  well 
now,  and  your  breathing  becomes  a  little  more 
labored.  We  have  parsed  out  of  June  back 
through  May  and  April  and  February.  It  is 
January  now  and  we  are  wrapped  in  heavy 
clothe*.  I  had  put  on  a  good  sweater;  then  I 
put  on  a  very  heavy  overcoat  (borrowed)  and 
finally  pulled  up  the  automobile  blanket.  It  is  a 
January,  the  like  of  which  we  had  not  seen  in 
Mississippi.  The  snow  along  the  road  side  is 
four  and  five  feet  deep;  in  places  ten  feet.  But 
a,*  are  on  top  now,  and  looking  down  on  the  world. 
How  beautiful  it  Ut  How  near  to  heaven  we 
are!  Nobody  walks  about  much,  for  their  sum¬ 
mer  shoe*  and  silk  stockings  do  not  go  well  in 
the  snow.  Inside  the  house  on  top  it  a  rip-roar¬ 
ing  log  Are  with  the  flames  flaring  up  the  chim¬ 
ney.  Hot  aoup,  hot  coffee  and  a  few  other  things 
are  served  at  the  counters  and  you  are  the 
better  for  taking  a  little.  The  prices  are  double 
what  they  are  at  the  foot  of  the  mountain,  but 
they  have  to  be  in  keeping  with  the  altitude. 

You  do  not  feel  natural  at  this  altitude,  two 
and  a  half  miles  high;  and  you  aoon  are  satisfied 
with  being  walled  in  with  snow  in  June,  and  you

PASSION  FOR  SOULS 

By  L.  R.  Scarborough 

A  great  busmen,  man  asked  mo  a  few  day.  ago 
a  burning  question;  "What  is  the  supreme  qual¬ 
ification  for  an  effective  preacher?”  My  answer 
Is;  “A  deop,  burning,  heart  passion  for  the  sal¬ 
vation  of  lost  men."  A  broken-hearted  mother, 
longing  for  the  salvation  of  her  baby  son  who 
had  just  started  over-seas,  pierced  my  soul  with 
a  thrilling  question:  “Do  you  love  lost  men?” 
That  question  has  wakened  me  at  night  and  dis¬ 
turbed  my  day  dream,  and  brought  tears  to  my 
eye.  many  a  time.  “Do  I  love  loat  men  as  I 
should?  Does  my  preaching  show  it?  Does  my 
conduct  show  it?"  I  think  no  more  important 
question  can  a  preacher  ask  himself,  nor  any 
other  Christian,  aa  far  as  that  goes.  “Do  I  care 
whether  men  go  to  hell  or  heaven?  Am  I  con¬ 
cerned  for  their  personal  -salvation?  Does  this 
pasrion  of  my  soul  influence  my  preaching  or  my 
conduct;  my  attitude  toward  men?”  Oh!  that 
this  burning  matter  would  melt  itself  into  the 
soul  of  every  preacher  in  all  the  world. 

David  said:  “They  that  sow  in  tears  shall 
reap  in  Joy.”  Isaiah  said;  “If  thou  draw  out 
Ihy  soul  to  the  hungry,  then  the  Lord  will  guide 
thee  step  by  step  and  thou  shalt  he  as  a  watered 
garden;  The  repairer  of  the  breach,  The  restorer 
of  paths  to  dwell  In."  ,lt  ia  said  of  Jesus:  “He 
came  to  seek  and  save  that  which  was  lost”  and 
that  aa  hr  sighed  over  Jerusalem  he  wept  bitter 
tears  over  their  loat  estate.  Paul  said:  “J  say 
the  truth  in  Christ,  I  lie  not,  my  conscience  bear¬ 
ing  witness  with  me  in  the  Holy  Ghost,  that  I 
have  great  and  continued  sorrow  of  heart  for  my 
brethren  according  to  the  flesh.”  He  went  so 
far  as  to  say:  "I  could  wish  myself  accursed  for- 
my  brethren  that  they  might  he  saved.” 

What  Southern  Baptista  need  today  is  a  deep 
burden  of  soul  and  compassionate  longing  for  a 
lost  world;  to  catch  the  spirit  of  Christ  and  follow 
thi'  example  of  Paul.  We  would  have  in  every 
churrh  and  in  every  destitute  place,  in  city,  sub¬ 
urb  and  country,  a  gracious  revival  of  religion 
during  this  year.  Nothing  would  help  all  our 
causes  and  institutions',  our  preachers,  our  mem¬ 
bers,  our  life,  our  program— present  and  future- 
like  a  great  South-wide  revival.  If  the  nearly 
20,000  Baptist  preachers  in  the  South  would  re¬ 
solve  to  hold  at  least  four  meetings  apiece  this 
summer,  somewhere,  either  in  the  church,  the 
school  house,  or  in  tent  or  arbor  or  tabernacle; 
go  in  by  prayer,  plan,  preaching,  simple  organi¬ 
sation,  conquering  faith  in  the  enduing  power  of 
the  divine  spirit,  we  could  baptize  a  half  million 
people  during  th*  summer  and  fall  and  what  a 
blessing  it  would  be.  A  great  spiritual  revival 
will  do  more  for  a  community  and  church,  a 
preacher  and  all  the  interests  of  Christ's  King¬ 
dom  than  any  other  one  thing  we  can  do,  and  at 
the  heart  of  every  revival  is  a  passionate  soul 
praying,  trusting,  seeking  the  power  of  God, 
longing  for  the  salvation  of  men.  I  trust  every 
Baptist  preacher  in  the  South;  whether  pastor, 
editor,  secretary,  college  or  seminary  president 
or  professor,  will  hold  at  least  four  meetings  this 
summer.

Number  One 

The  History  of  the  Building 
Movement 

This  is  the  first  of  a  series  of  four 
,r  five  brief  articles  to -inform  the 
denomination  of  the  emergency 
which  exists  in  the  building  plans 
,.f  the  oSqthern  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary.  We  have  kept  silent  dur¬ 
ing  the  Seventy-five  Million  Cam¬ 
paign,  because  we  did  not  wish  to 
interfere  with  the  success  of  that 
gijrat  movement.  The  Seminary  has 
htten  practically  ignored  in  the  plans 
adopted.  As  will  appear  later,  very 
mk-ogre  results  have  come  to  the 
school  from  the  Campaign.  Through 
»S  unfortunate  mistake,  the  building 
(qnd  was  omitted,  and  the  fact  that 
wle  are  now  four  years  behind  time 
i  deates  a  serious  crisis.  1  will  give, 
iy.t,  a  bfief  word  as  to  the  history 
nf  the  movement. 

The  conviction  that  a  new  location 
(|,r  the  Seminary  would  be  necessary 
ilook  shape  in  the  minds  of  the  fac¬ 
ulty  about  fifteen  or  sixteen  years 
ygo.  The  matter  was  laid  before 
<hr  Hoard  in  our  annual  reports.  The 
Hoard  approved  the  proposal  and 
krnt  a  committee  to  Louisville  after

three  days  investigating  available 
sites.

The  final  test  of  processes  and 
The  faculty  has  goals  is  their  ability  to  a 

real  human  need  and  further  a  vital 
human  end.  The  conscience  of  so-  ' 
ciety  will  not  approve  a  trial  balance 
ihat  ignores  human  values  Moral 
thought  is  demanding  that  the  chief 
emphasis  of  life  shall  he  upon  better 
persons  rather  than  biggvr  profits. 
Competent  leadership  in  church  ami 
school  is  insisting  that  the  real  cri¬ 
terion  of  progress  is  neither  the 
tonnage  of  the  year  nor  the  skill  «f 
thy  age,  hut  more  refined  human  be 
ings.  Society  cannot  use  to  any 
great  advantage  the  man  who  lacks 
«n  skill,  in  scientific  and  technicnl 
training,  yet  the  mastery  «f  "e 
chanical  forces  and  the  internim* 
utilisation  of  material  resources  do 
not  constitute  the  easentlal  charac¬ 
ter  of  civilisation.  While  economy 
in  production  and  in  distribution  can 
only  be  secured  by  those  who  ar* 
relatively  masters  of  natural  forces, 
we  must  not  forget  that  the  retarda¬ 
tion  of  progress  and  civilisation  is 
due  more  largely  to  human  warts 
than  to  economic  prodigality  Ua- 
douhtedly  stupidity  and  ignorance 
have  at  times  halted  the  advance  of 
the  race;  nevertheless,  we  cannot 
conceive  of  sin  as  “the  awkward 
handling  of  the  raw  materials  of 
life."  That  which  has  diverted  so¬ 
cial  processes  from  their  highest 
ends  has  been  invariably  lack  of  rev¬

the  students.  We  have  two  tennis 
courts  on  the  rear  of  the  Norton 
Hall  lot  and  a  little  cramped  space 
in  the  rear  of  Ne  wYork  Hall.  Mosl¬ 
em  students  wisely  cultivate  the 
physical  and  thus  promote  health 
and  efficiency.  Our  situation  in  the 
heart  of  Louisville  greatly  hinders 
this  phase  of  student  activity.  The 
Levering  Gymnasium  has  served  an 
admii’able  purpose,  hut  it  is  nowfar 
too  small  and  will  have  to  be  rebuilt 
on  a  larger  scale. 

5.  Another  reason  is  the  threat- 
ener  breakdown  of  our  heating  plant. 
Some  years  ago  it  was  necessary  to 
install  an  independent  heater  in  the 
Library.  A  crack  in  the  boiler  this 
winter  warns  us  that  thia  will  have 
to  be  replaced  before  long.  It  has 
been  only  temporarily  repaired.  Th-i 
principal  heating  plant  in  the  base¬ 
ment  of  th«  kitchen  of  New  York 
Hall  is  also  on  the  verge  of  a  break 
down 

peatedly  in  the  past  two  or 
years  to  prevent  a  complete  collapse. 
We  will  be  under  thj  necessity  of 
abandoning  our  present  building* 
when  this  breakdown  occurs,  or  we 
will  be  compelled  at  very  great  ex¬ 
pense  to  install  a  new  heating  sya- 


Litb  thk  location 
Were  inja  state  of  great  depression 
fi.linwing  the  war,  and  no  hope  was 
held  ouf  that  a  line  could  be  built 
there  aijy  time  in  the  near  future. 

A  very  much  more  attractive  loca¬ 
tion  way  found  about  a  mile  closer 
to  thelpty,  known  as  The  Beeches, 
containing  about  fifty  acres.  It  is 
regarded  as  the  most  beautiful  tract 
anywhrte  within  the  corporate  limits 
of  Louisville.  It  is  a  short  distance 
from  ilir  most  attractive  park— 
Charokfe  This  tract  was  purchased 
at  a  cit  of  about  $100,000.00.  The 
original  tract  was  sold  and  the  pro¬ 
ceeds  imcd  in  part  payment  for  the 
new  tiart.  However,  there  is  still 
an  in.ldbtednesa  of  $f>5, 000.00  on  the 
new  tint.  The  north  end  of  this 
tract  i  about  three  squares  from 
the  C»- -cent  Hill  car  line,  and  on 
the  aojth  it  has  a  frontage  of  about 
a  thmrtand  feet  on  one  of  the  most 
impnrmnt  boulevards  running  out  of 
Louts  mile.  It  is  the  concensus  of 
opinio!  that  the  location  is  ideal  for 
our  purpose.  Students  will  be  in 
envy  Aveas  of  Louisville  and  all  its 
facihMes  for  missionary  work  and 
the  tloadening  of  the  educational 
prore^.  Rapid  transit  has  complete¬ 
ly  changed  conditions  since  the  days 
wheaTthe  Seminary  was  located  in 
the  hfart  of  Louisville. 

Reasons  for  Removal.

Thf*  dint*  not,  however, 
ezhauat  the  expectation  of  society. 
The  school  must  certainly  develop  a 
personality  in  whirj  fart  and  idea, 
intellect  and  emotion  are  unified  in 
a  single  purpose  to  make  life  just 
and  equitable  as  well  a*  beautiful 
and  rolnfortable.  fWa  cannot  con¬ 
ceive  that  an  unspirjtua)  pragmatism 
or  an  artistic  naturalism  with  their 
frank  repudiation  jnf  the  transcen¬ 
dental  ideal  of  religion  is  competent 
for  this  supreme  tjask  of  making  a 
righteous  world.  It  may  seem  quite 
commonplace  to  aa|-  that  thr  Hebrew 
prophet  and  the  fChriatian  apostle 
had  a  keener,  more  intelligent,  and 
mom  profound  understanding  of  the 
nature  and  difficulty  of  our  social 
problem.  These  primitive  men  felt 
Uiat  the  twist  in  (luman  nature  was 
art  in  the  intellect  so  much  as  in 
the  soul;  that  the  injustice,  brutality 
and  tragedies  of  (he  world  were  due 
not  chiefly  to  ignorance  or  physical 
weakness  so  much  as  to  selfish  pas¬ 
sion*.  Th*  final  Readjustment  of  the 
Individual  tp  society  and  of  the  or¬ 
ganised  method*  of  sorial  life  is  not 
therefore  eronoBiir,  it  is  spiritual; 
It  to  not  political,  it  is  moral.  An 
intensive  study  [of  the  problem*  of 
life  to  certainly]  always  needed,  but 
greater  still  to  mat  neeesaity  for  the 
thinker  and  thel  investigator,  the  in¬ 
dustrial  leader  And  the  man  of  busi¬ 
ness  with  a  rleapi  soul,  the  technician 
with  a  veritably  passion  for  a  right¬ 
eous  world,  thj  practical  man  with 
a  conscience  organised  for  the  King¬ 
dom  of  God. 

Modern  religion  ha*  little  sympa¬ 
thy  with  the  conception  that  the 
scholar  "la  the  spectator  of  all  time 
and  existence.’'  Life  is  a  mighty 
conflict  of  i<t#al*  *in  which  every 
right-thinking  man  aril)  find  noth 
Professor  J*n*-«  that  "there  is  some¬ 
thing  to  fight;  for  and  something  to 
fight  against.f  We  most  take  sides, 
wv  dar*  not  be  a  spectator  of  the 
terrible  clash  of  badness  with  good¬ 
ness,  of  (injustice  with  justice.  Per¬ 
sona]  gain  aa  a  motive,  personal  sat¬ 
isfaction  as  *n  ideal  are  contempti¬ 
ble  in  the  presence  of  broken  hearts, 
crushed  homj*  and  wrecked  nations. 
IMmorracy,  national  life,  world 
needs,  must  choose  a  social  process 
wisely  gutdeti  by  trained  minds  with 
a  complete  equipment  for  life  or  one 
guided  by  (ho**  in  whom  passion, 
scant  data,  the  miscellaneous  and 
thr  fragmentary  inspire  policies  and 
methods  It  is  perfectly  obvious 
that  intellectual  power,  technical 
skill  and  business  shrewdness  are 
not  adequate  for  the  greatest  of  all 
task* — the  regeneration  of  the  social 
consciousness 

Greed  and  avarice  ran  no  more  be 
cleansed  from  th*  motives  of  men 
by  law  and  laboratory  than  piety  can 
da  duty  for  clear  thinking,  hard 
study  and  broad  scholarship.  Logic 
and  technical  skill  are  not  adequate 
tm  Km  ♦  hole  task  of  man.  Wc 
must  have  the  prophet  with  his  vis¬ 
ion  of  Gad,  the  apostle  with  bis 
passion  for  sacrifice,  the  scholar  in 


whom  religious  vision  and  sacrificial 
zeal  blend  in  a  perpetual  dedication 
to  the  perfecting  of  a  civilization  for 
which  millions  have  died.  Movements 
of  socity  are  not  automatic  and  po¬ 
litical  methods  are  r  ot  self-realizing. 
Problems  are  being  hurled  at  us  as 
if  by  an  invisible  giant  who  laughs 
at  our  confusion.  Men  swing  like 
a  pendulum  from  pessimism  to  op¬ 
timism.  Industrial  programs  are 
following  in  quick  succession  while 
chaos  and  suffering  continue.  Es¬ 
sential  as  is  a  readjustment  of  the 
mechanical  and  political  arrange¬ 
ment*  of  society,  our  chief  concern 
is  with  an  education  intelligent, 
moral,  social,  sacrificial,  consecrated 
to  the  divine  ideal  of  "a  perfect  man 
in  a  perfect  society.”
